Senator Smoot to Fight 
Automotive Excise Tax 


Special to the Automotive Daily News 


ASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Sen- 

ator Reed Smoot, chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Finance, 
in response to a request from Au- 
tomotive Daily News, states that 
he plans to put forth every effort, 
both as chairman of the Senate’s 
most important committee and as 
a member of the Senate, to secure 
the repeal or material reduction 
of the excise tax on automobiles. 
His statement follows:— 


By SENATOR REED SMOOT 


“While, of course, it is not possi- 
ble to definitely forecast the action 


of either my committee or Congress, 
my own view is that the time has 
come to drop the tax on automo- 
biles. 

“I have no doubt but what a re- 
vision of the revenue laws will take 
|place at this coming session of Con- 
gress. The revision will be for the 
purpose of reducing the rate of 
taxes as well as the simplification 
of the administrative features of the 
law. 

“The first reduction, in my opin- 
ion, should be 1% per cent. on the 
corporation tax, which would mean

This show was discontinued be- 
| cause the national shows offered the 
advantage of much larger trade at- 
|tendance. Also more and more 
|cities are adding shop equipment 
|sections in their local automobile 
}shows. Three had them a year ago, 
| and past season there were 
| eight. 

In nearly all cases the tools are 
shown in use and the machines in 
operetion making them working 
demonstrations. The result of all 
these exhibitions has been a de- 
cided impetus to the installation 
of better equipment in autemo- 
tive repair shops. 

Another trend that promises 
steadily rising standards of service 
practice is the increasing number of 
associations, both national and 
local, that are holding meetings for 
the edification of those interested in 
this business. 

The chamber has been having 
factory service managers’ meetings 
semi-annually for eight years. The 
Society of Automotive Engineers for 
three or four years has held one or 
two meetings a year. The National 
Automobile Dealers’ Association and 
the Automotive Equipment Associa- 
tion are giving service special at- 
tenticn in their annual and nu- 
merous territorial meetings. The 
Automotive Electric Association in 
all of its meetings is particularly 
discussing ways for improving ser- 
vice on the electrical parts of the 
car. All over the country local ser- 
wfce associations and dealer and 
trade associations with service bu- 
reaus are bringing together the ser- 
vice personnel of their members 
monthly to exchange information 
on the better conduct of their work. 


POTENT STIMULUS ON 
MAINTENANCE PROGRESS 

All in all this is perhaps the most 
potent stimulus on progress in the 
maintenance arts, and it is wonder- 
fully augmented by the reports of 
these meetings, which are carried in 
trade papers, so that the benefits 
are not limited to those who attend 
the meetings. 

The excellent work of these in- 
dividual associations, not only 
through meetings but through all 
of their educational efforts and 
activities, would be greatly ampli- 
fied if there existed some means 
for co-ordination and co-operation 
between them. Plans toward that 
end have been in progress for sev- 
eral months and before the end of 
1927, so that it may be recorded as 
one of the accomplishments of this 
year, and probably the most sig- 
nificant one, a committee for this 
purpose will be created under some 
such name as the Automotive 
Service Council.

86,000 ESTABLISHMENTS 
RENDERING SERVICE 

The service establishments of this 
country now number about 86,000 
jand are taking care of over 
22,000,000 motor vehicles, or an 
| average of 256 cars to a shop. Five 
| years ago there were only 182 cars 
to a shop, showing that cars in use 
have increased faster than places 
} to take care of them. That is a de- 
| sirable condition, for the more work 
each shop has to do the more effi- 
ciently it can do it. 

In the same period motor upkeep 
expense has been decreasing. The 
average cost of operation and main- 
| tenance, excluding depreciation and 
|garaging, is now $219 per car per 
year, as against $281 in 1919. This 
in spite of the fact that the item 
of fuels and lubricants has in- 
creased, showing higher average 
mileage or greater use of cars. 

Repair shops are now giving 
employment to 450,000 people. The 
annual expenditure for parts and 
service supplies and service labor 
is $1,810,000,000. Labor is nearly 

three-fifths of this, being 58 per 
cent. This indicates the direction 

in which further eeonomies may 
be effected through wider use of 
special equpiment, for at present 

52 per cent. of our service stations 

have only hand tools. 

The unfortunate situation is that 
the average service station does not 
have enough work to afford very 
much mechanical equipment. 

The larger cities can and do have 
well-equipped service stations, but 
only 11 per cent. of the motor ve- 
|hicles in use are in cities of over 
'500,000 population. The suburban 
and rural sections, where the bulk 
of the cars are owned, have very 
inadequate service. More than 64 
per cent. of the cars are registered 
in towns of under 25,000. 


URGES FACTORY METHODS 
IN MAINTENANCE WORK 

A hope for the future is such a 
set-up as will make possible a near- 
er approach to factory methods in 
; maintenance. For example, regional 
| repair factories serving all retail 
'service shops in a radius of ten 
| miles, doing for them all repair and 
|reconditioning work except such 
|minor repairs and adjustments as 
|r car owner would expect to have

Money Buys More 

Another reason for the strong con- 
idition of the motor industry dur- 
ing the current year has been the 
fact that the public is increasingly 
getting more for its money.

The color development which was 
predicted at the beginning of 1927 
has been realized to the full. We 
find some makes emphasizing con- 
trasting colors, others adopting the

{and all offering style in bodies 
| which has not been hitherto realized. 
| Also, through redesigning of frames, 


| bodies are being built lower to the 


| ground.

| I think it fortunate and bene- 

| ficial to the stability of the in- 
dustry that these improvements 
have not been radical. Company 
policies differ, some believing in 
yearly model announcements and 
others making changes from time 
to time. But in any case, the im- 
provements have not been of such 
a nature as to be unsettling. They 
have stimulated trade without 
creating a reflection on the very 
excellent vehicles of a year ago. 
The dealer can go to his old cus- 
tomers and to the friends of his 
recent customers in the full con- 
fidence that he has given good 
value per dollar in the past and 
that today he has something a 
little better, a little more up to 
date, more refined in engineering 
practice and more modern in ap- 
pearance. 


Value the Criterion 

The lack of emphasis on prices 
has had a stabilizing effect on the 
business. The public realizes that 
production methods are making ve- 
hicles available at extremely rea- 
sonable prices. There have been 
some reductions in the f. 0 b. 
charge, but the tendency has been 
rather to turn out an improved ve- 
hicle (in some cases with more 
equipment) than to reduce the list. 

It has likewise been a year in 
which the smaller companies have 
been getting their share of the busi- 
ness. 
business being concentrated in the 
hands of a tew companies.
